The Winnipeg Free Press says: 


One of the reasons why sugges- 


tions of inflation as a cure for the 
depression do not meet with 
prompt and universal acceptance 
widespread 
doubt as to whether it will do the 
marvellous things that its advo- 
cates attribute to it. If by depre- 
ciating currency we could pay our 
debts, revive trade, increase the 
real price level and restore pros 
perity, everybody would be for it 
and for plenty of it. If 15 per cent 
ot depreciation is good, why not 
25 per cent? If 25 per cent has ad- 
tmirable effects, how about 40 per 
cent or 50 per cent? As our depre- 
ciated currencies drop, we, accord 
ing to the theories, put it over the 
stick in the mud countries that do 
not put so much water in their 
currencies. They cannot complete 
with us in selling goods; they are 
immured wthin the fastnesses of 
their undepreciated currency. it 
this is so, will there not be a pro- 


ment, we were told, would be so 
incompetent as ever to permit our 
dollar to #o beyond a discount ol 
to per cent in comparison with the 


gold dollar of the United States. 


Our dollar has been at this dis 
count since last September; and 
we are now tola by these Satie 
people that this is not enough,
